AS TO FOREST GRAZING

Stockmen who desire grazing per-
mits on the Wasatch national forest
during 1014 must file their applica-
tiop with Supervisor K. H. Clarke be-
fore March 1, 1914, Notlee to this
effect was sent to Utah stockmen from
the locnl forest office today.

For 1914 the secretary has author-
ized grazing permits for 10,400 head
of cattle and horses and 14,600 head of
sheep on the Wasatch forest.

The period durilng which grazing
will be allowed and the fees to be
charged are as follows:

May 1, to October a1, 1904—Cattle,
30 cents por hend; horses, 38 cents
per head,

April 1 to November 15, 1914—Cat-
tle, 47 cents per head;, horses, 47
cents per head,
